Nit. 8-FG(28)/70. — The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Port of Bombay for the 


year 1968-69. The salient features of the Rcpoit are review- 
ed below 

2, Financial Position 

The total income of the Port during the year amounted 
to Rs, 2,292.88 lakhs as against Rs. 2,548.83 lakhs of the 
previous year, on the basis of the revised accounting system. 
The shortfall of Rs. 255.95 lakhs was mainly due to the 
allocation of certain arrear receipts to the previous year, tail 
in demurrage receipts and less receipts from pilotage fees 
owing to fall in the number of vessels calling at the Port. 

The total expenditure amounted to Rs, 1,876.07 lakhs as 
against Rs. 1,974.48 lakhs in the previous year on the revised 
basis of accounting. The shortfall in expenditure of Rs. 98.41 
lakhs was mainly due to the accountal of accrued salaries 
and wages for March 1968 and other accrued expenses for 
the first time in the accounts for 1967-68, provision for old 
and disputed bills in 1967-68 and provision for depreciation 
made in 1968-69 on the historical cost basis as against the 
contribution to the Renewals and Replacements Fund on an 
ad-hoc basis in the previous year. 

The balance sheet as on 31st March 1969 has been pre- 
pared in the revised form based on principles generally 
followed by commercial concerns in reporting their assets and 
liabilities. The various balances previously shown in the 
Capital Account on the liabilities side, together with the 
accumulated balances in the Renewals and Replacements and 
Pilotage Depreciation Funds and the General Sinking Fund, 
have been grouped into three new accounts, viz. “Capital 
Reserve", “Capital Asset Replacement Reserve" and “Depre- 
ciation of Capital Assets”. The balances in these accounts 
as on 31st March 1969 were Rs. 41.26 crores, Rs. 11.42 
crores and Rs. 21.94 crores respectively. The cost of capital 
assets as on 31st March 1969 was Rs. 72.18 crores. Other 
balances, which were held for general or specific purposes 
were (1) General Reserve Fund; Rs. 2,719.53 lakhs, (2) 
File & Motor Insurance Fund: Rs. 17.13 lakhs and (3 ) 
Pilotage Reserve Fund : Rs. 13.56 lakhs. The net balance 
available for further capital outlay as on 31st Maich, 1969 
amounted to Rs'. 26.29 crores. 

Of the outstanding debt of Rs. 12.32 crores, the amount 
due to the public was Rs. 4.49 crores and to Government 
Rs. 6.96 crores. the balance of Rs. 0.87 crores being internal 
loans held by the Trustees themselves. For repayment of 
loans, the Trustees have built up a balance of Rs, 5.66 crores 
in the General Sinking Fund and Rs. 2.55 crores in a Sus- 
pense Account to repay the loan taken from Government for 
the Marine Oil Terminal 

3. Traffic 

The dead-weight tonnage handled at the port during 1968- 
69 was 16.41 million tonnes, of which Imports accounted 
for 12.10 million tonnes and Expoits 4,31 million tonnes. 

The corresponding figures of imports and exports during 
the previous year were 12.45 and 4.52 million tonnes respec- 
tively, totalling 16.97 million tonnes. The total traffic 
handled by the port was thus 0.56 million tonnes less than in 
(he previous year. 

4. Shipping 

The number of vessels which entered the Pott during the 
year 1968-69 was 2769 with a total gross registered tonnage 
of about 19 million as against 2768 vessels totalling 20 
million gross registered tonnes in 1967-68. The largest 
vessel, which entered the Port during the year was the S.s. 
‘MOBILE LIBYA’ with a gross tonnage of 48,909. 

The number of sailing vessels which used the port during 
the year 1968-69 was 31,759 as against 30,963 during the 
year 1967-68. 

During the year 1968-69, 98 vessels used the Dry Docks. 
The number of vessels which were berthed in the Wet Docks 
for repair purposes was 60. 

5. Works 

The total expenditure on Capital Account was Rs. 899.56 
hkhs.
